“They 
possess sufliciont journalistic ability and golf 
respect to be superior to vulgar porsonalities, 
bat they entirely ignore the fact. that in 
theso days of steam: and electricity, when 
sound and varied knowledge has become 80 
essential, men cannot afford to waste their ;
